But the quarry is 
well awaro of Its danger. 
It makes a 
bee line for the surface and as soon as 
it gets there begins to take in great 
ffulpa of air. 


Then a strange thing happens. 
The 
flsh that only a moment before was 
thin aud small begins to grow stouter 
and stouter until, like the frog in the 
fable. It seems In danger of bursting. 
It stops Inflating itself, however, Just 
in Ume to avert this catastrophe. 
But 
its skin has become as taut as a drum- 
liead, and tho whole of its body is cov- 
ered with sharp, erect prickles. It has 
become a sea hedgehog, and the hun- 
f r y shark which comes surging through 
the water dares not touch it, but turn» 
taU in search of something more eata- 
ble. Of course the globeflsh was COT- 
tred with prickles all the time, but in

More and^more of the sur- 
rounding atmosphere is drawn into the 
whirl until the storm often corers an 
area nearly 1,000 miles In dUmeter. 
Bomefimes it illngs Itself upon our At- 
lantic coast and tears fiercely through 
forests, fields and cities. Then, again, 
it sweeps a way across the broad ocean 
and dashos itself upon the coasts of 
Rurope. Once in awhile it so adroitly 
avoids the land that we never know it 
has passed until ship« come in tern 
and broken.-St. Nicholas.

Jn.’.SO Landis' judgment was ren­ 
dered upon an Indictment tried by 
jury before him, and upon which a 
verdict of guilty was returned on 1462 
counts, each for a carload shipment 
of oil from Whiting, Ind., to St. Louis.

Other 
schemes of this kind have had sur- 
prising success but they, too, have been 
suppressed by the government. Nevada, 
Mo., sprung a wonderful school of mag- 
netic healing on the public.

Early confi- 


dence games began in America when 
the first traders gave a handful cf 
glass beads to the Indians in exchange 
for valuable furs. 
The ladians seem 


to have liked it- 
The ordinary method 


of sending information 
about 
his 


schemes from place to place by word 
of mouth, or by a demonstrator, soon 
grew too slow for the American con- 
fidence man, and long before the 70"s 
he was working the mails for all they 
were worth in pushing his ideas. There 
was no law against it, because such a 
contingency had not been foreseen, and 
soon there appeared in papers and in 
circulars sent through the mails most 
astouding offers by which the am- 
bitious might amass a fortune by the 
expenditure of only a few cents. 


Lotteries made use of the mails for 


sending out their circulars and for 
gathering in the coin that spendthrift 
souls sent their way. Wonderful offers 
to heal far away patients by means of 
magnetism, hypnotism, mind control or 
by simple medicines hitherto unknown 
crowded the mail bags and called for 
an increase in the postofilce force. 
Astrologers and phrenologists solicited 
patronage in printed letters that were 
rich in mystical lore and overflowing 
with queer rhetorical 
combinations. 


Bond investments, banking schemes, 
turf enterprises, mines,, great tropical 
plantations and 
dozens of get-rich- 


quick schemes found voice in circulars, 
cards and letters. 
The unsophisti- 


cated country woman was told in a 
surprisingly friendly letter how she 
could find a most renumerative life at 
home, by doing sewing or embroidering 
or convassi-ng, and her unsophisti- 
cated husband became initiated 
in 


blind pool schemes for speculating in 
stocks. 
* * * * 


Then the government awoke to the 


realization that the people were being 
swindled, that its own postal service 
was the quickest means of doing the 
swindling and that it was being used 
for all it was worth. 
In 1872 things 


had grown so noticeable in the mail 
swindling line that the attention of 
Congress was drawn to it and a law 
was enacted making it punishable by 
fine to mail through any postofflce let- 
ters or circulars concerning "illegal 
lotteries" or schemes devised to de- 
ceive and defraud the public. 
In 


1876 the term "Illegal" was stricken 
from the law and all lotteries came 
under the ban. 
An older law, dating 


back to 1868, had also prohibited the 
sending of lottery stuff by mail, but 
the makers of the hill had overlooked 
the attaching of any kind of penalty 
to it, so it was necessarily of little use. 


In 1890 the law was made to apply 


not only to lotteries as they are gen- 
erally known, but to all "so-called 
gift concerts and similar enterprises 
offering prizes dependent upon lot or 
chance." 
Year by year the law has 


tightened its grip on the mails, and any 
scheme that savors of fraud is prompt- 
ly brought under the notice of the 
postoffice authorities and sifted down 
to the bottom. 
All offers of work, of 


commodities or of prizes for guessing, 
contests receive the 
respectful 
and 


careful attention of the postal author- 
ities, and if there is any suspicious air 
about a scheme the promoter of it is 
promptly brought before the bar of jus- 
tice and has an opportunity to prove 
the truth of his offers. 
From the 


passage of the act of 1890 to the ead of 
the last fiscal year, 2,409 "fraud or- 
ders" were issued by the Postoffice De- 
partment, and if the persons against 
whom they were Issued did not com- 
ply at once with the law suits, fines 
and other unpleasant things followed. 


The average swindler who uses the 


mails is a wily fellow. He has learn- 
ed the art of wording his offers so 
they attract the remote and indiffer- 
ently educated, and so plausible do his 
statements sound that he finds easj- 
and ready victims. 
One is frankly 


amazed at the credulity of the human 
race.

FieE PIGHIG AT SEA 


Methods of Extinguishing Flames 
on Board Ships. 


RIGID DISCIPLINE THE RULE. 


Wh«n tht Alarm 
Is Soundsd 
Every 


Mcmbtr of the Crew Hac His Station 


and Carries Out the Particular Duty 


Intrusted to Him. 


Of nil ilisnslors that cnu befall a 
isUip noue is moro dreaded by the 
mariner lhau a Uva at sea. Indeed, the 
auuals of Lloyd's record few greater 
üixiau tragedies and, bo It said, uo 
more 
conspicuous instances of gal- 
lantry and hoi'oic effort than those con- 
nected with ships aflrc. 


No Avouder, Ihen, in view of the 
dreadful possibilities of au outbreak 
of Are on board, that a thorough knowl- 
edge of the proper steps to be,taken 
In extinguishing the flames at the out- 
sot or at least holding them in check 
is expected of every oificer from the 
captain .downward. 


^iost vessels are nowadays 
fitted 
with lo'drants, several on each deck, 
and In the case of large liners hose 
is kept in handy^jlaces, ready to be 
attached to the h^'drants at a mo- 
ment's notice. 
Moreover, evei'y large 
passenger boat carries a number of 
portable extinguishers \vhk'h can be 
strapped ou a man's back. The spray 
from these is, of course, thin, but very 
elTectivc in subduing small outbreaks 
where the fire has not cecured too firm 
a hold. 


Fire drill forms a weekly feature in 
the routine on every ocean liner. Ev- 
ery memlxir of the crew literally, from 
captain to cabin boy, has his "fire 
station" allotted to him, at which, 
when the signal is given, ho takes his 
position and carries out the particular 
duty intrusted to him. 


When an actual outbreak occurs the 
fire alarm is if possible avoided, so as 
to prevent panic among the passengers. 
Word is passed quietly around, the pas- 
sengers being kept Jn ignorance as 
long as possible. 
In fact, more tliau 
one fire at sea has been extinguished 
without any suspicion on the part of 
the passengers that the outbreak was 
other than an Imaginary one engineer- 
ed by the oflicers to give the passengers 
a chance of seeing what could be done 
in the event of the real thing occurring. 


In many cases, of course, the passen- 
gers have to be informed, but tlie news 
is always brolccn as lightly as possible, 
and some spet-iai entertainment—a con- 
cert, a dance, theatricals, and so on—is 
got up to allay any natural feeling of 
nervous anxiety. Of course if the fire 
shows Bi«::i:; of becoming unmanage- 
able the boats are got ready and s\\ning 
out in caso it api>ear9 necessary to 
abandon the ship. 


E^^ery boat on large liners is kept 
fully provisioned, food sulRclent for 
several days-being contained In air and 
water tight tanks. 


The 'Avorst fires at sea ai^e those 
which cannot easily be got at. These 
usually occur amid the cargo in the 
•lower holds and are often spontaneous 
In their orlpfln. 
In such cases it Is 
hlffhly dangerous to open the hatches. 
The fire, which may have been smol- 
dering for days, -will naturally burst 
Into a blaze as soon as the air is ad- 
mitted. 


The proper course Is to exclude the 
air in every possible way; consequently 
even 'tlie ventilators are stopped up. 
If the holds are fitted with 
steam 
pipes, the steam is at once turned on; 
otherwise holes are cut In the deck, 
just large enough to admit the nozzles 
of the llro 
and water In vigorous- 


ly pumped Into the huid. 


In one form of extinguishing ap- 
paratus. instead of steam or water, 
sulphurous fumes are injected into 
the hold, the fuines being generated 
In a machine specially fitted for that 
pnrpor>e. 
This Injection 
motliod is 
higliiy eirective and rarely fails if the 
pipes are properly placed in each hold." 
The steam or fumes are turned on 
from the upi)or deck. 


If fi fire br. a!:.' out In the hold and 
asBU nes such dimensions that steam 
injeetioii is powerless to check it, tho 
vessel is, when possible, got into shal- 
low wnter and, if necessary, beached. 


In any case the sea codes of the par- 
ticular hold are opened and the hold 
allowed to fill with water. 
This can 
usually bo done with very little fear 
of the vesiîel foundering, as njodern 
built whips are divided Into many com- 
partments separated by strung water 
tight bulkheads of steel or iron. 
Such 
is the buoyanoy of a vessel so con- 
structed 
that 
instances 
have 
l>een 
known of a craft remaining afioat Avitli 
only one or two of these compartments 
dry. 


If the burning hold is a very large 
one ni;d by flooding it with 
water 
there ií> danger of the vessel founder- 
ing, the cargo in another 
hold is 
thrown oviirboard or '»jettlsojied," as 
it is calJed at sea, to counteract the 
weight of Mater admitted into the first 
hold. As a last resource, the vessel, 
if in dock or shallow water, is )3cut- 
tled by opening the sea cocks. This has 
l>een done more than once in Tilbury 
docks. 


AVe seldom hear nowadaj's of firo 
breaking out Jn the passengers' quar- 
ters pn large liners. The Introduction 
of electric lighting on board ship has 
no doubt conduced greatly to this im- 
proved Btatp oí matters. 
When a fire 
does break out in tiie cabin, it is usu- 
ally 
soon 
detected, for a' constant 
watch is kept by the officers and night 
stewards, who make periodical tours 
of 
inspection 
during the nocturnal 
hours,—Pearson's Weekly.

Congress was drawn to it and a law 
was enacted making it punishable by 
fine to mail through any postoflice let­ 
ters or circulars concerning “illegal 
lotteries" or schemes devised to de­ 
ceive and defraud the public. 
In 
1876 the term “illegal" was stricken 
from the law and all lotteries came 
under the ban. 
An older law, dating 
back to 1868, had also prohibited the 
sending of lottery stuff by mail, but 
the makers of the bill had overlooked 
the attaching of any kind of penalty 
to it, so it was ^necessarily of little use. 


In 1890 the law was made to apply 
not only to lotteries as they are gen­ 
erally known, but to all “so-called 
gift concerts and similar enterprises 
offering prizes dependent upon lot or 
chance." 
Year by year the law has 
tightened its grip on the mails, and any 
scheme that savors of fraud is prompt­ 
ly brought under the notice of the 
postoflice authorities and sifted down 
to the bottom. 
All offers of work, of 
commodities or of prizes for guessing, 
contests receive the 
respectful 
and 
careful attention of the postal author­ 
ities, and if there Is any suspicious air 
about a scheme the promoter of it is 
promptly brought before the bar of jus­ 
tice and has an opportunity to prove 
the truth of his offers. 
From the 
passage of the act of 1890 to the end of 
the last fiscal year, 2,409 “fraud or­ 
ders" were issued by the Postoflice De­ 
partment, and if the persons against 
whom they were issued did not com­ 
ply at once with the law suits, fines 
and other unpleasant things followed. 


The average swindler who uses the 
mails is a wily fellow. He has learn­ 
ed the art of wording his offers so 
they attract the remote and indiffer­ 
ently educated, and so plausible do his 
statements sound that he finds easy 
and ready victims. 
One is frankly 
amazed at the credulity of the human 
race.

Disease Can be Cured 


Nothing but Old Age and Accident to 


Cause Death. 


By Dr. H. Burton Jteoenson, 


President of the Baltimore Co. Medical JtssociatU 


S a result of the great discovery of antitoxins man's allotted 
three score years and t«n Trill soon be a myth. The twen- 
tieth century medicine will make disease a harmless iadis- 
position and death by accident and old age only the order 
of the day. Surgery, electro-therapy and the Roentgen 
rays are daily demonstrating the face that hitherto uncon- 
querable diseases are yielding to treatment, and serum- 
therapy, the glittering gleam of generations gone, is be- 
coming a reality. 


Tne use of animals to produce antitoxins is not ample or -able to meet 


the demand; science must have human beings. 


This great obstacle, however, can be overcome by using the criminals in 


our penitentiaries for the production of the anti-serums. A law making the 
punishment for certain crimes optional with the convicted—imprisonment on 
the oae hand, inocculation with certain disease germs on the other—woulcj 
solve the problem for all time. With the work in the hands of experienced 
men, ehosea for their medical acumen and not by political influence, human- 
produced antitoxin could be furnished which would supply the medical pro- 
fession for all, or nearly all, the known diseases due to germs. And it would 
not be dangerous to the subjects, either. 


The antitoxin as now produced by corporations are placed at so high a 


figure that they are beyond the reach or the poor, and are such a drain upon 
the rich that a disinclination to their use is produced. 


This obstacle to the rapid development of the twentieth century medi- 


cine could be overcome by generous "state and municipal aid. 


The state now gives many thousands to the Agricsiltural college and ex- 


perimental station in Prince George s county, iu order that methods for forc- 
ing spring onions may be found or means to kill a plant louse discovered. 
Why not give as many thousands to an antitoxin institution to protect the 
lives of its children?

Teachers of the Deaf and Dumb. 
Here is another career for -women, 


and giris which, odd as it seems, at 
present Is not overstocked—viz., the 
"oral" reaching of the deaf and dumb. 


It is of course not so interesting as 


teaching- those who are not afflicted, 
but the Tzork has its charms and com- 
pensations for -women -who are quali- 
fied by examination to undertake the 
•work, and the results attained are 
sometimes little short of marvellous. 


The demand for fully qualified teach- 


ers is very greatly in excess of the 
supply. The -whole course of train- 
ing is very inexpensive, and at the 
completion of it there are many re- 
munerative posts requMng teachers. 


The training usually extends over a 


period of eighteen months, or even two 
years, although it is possible for stu- 
dents to enter for twelve months. This, 
however, Is not advisable, as a longer 
length of time is required to obtain 
a. thorough grasp of the system, which 
teaches the deaf by means of spoken 
language exclusively and replaces the 
want of hearing by lip reading, -which 
might be termed "hearing with the 
eyes," says Woman's Life. 


The training consists of very inter- 


esting lectures on the theory and prac- 
tice of the pure oral system, physiol- 
ogy, anatomy of the vocal organs, 
voice production, psychology, methods 
of teaching the language and the his- 
tory of the deaf mute education at 
home and abroad. The student who 
contemplates 
seriously undertaking 


the work should be young and strong, 
endued with much patience and keen 
sympathy for the afflicted.

Clover Culture. 


On many farms there are low places 
of an acre or more which will not 
produce timothy or clover, and are 
really too wet to cultivate. 
These 
spots can be brought into 
use 
by 
seeding with red-top and alsike clover. 
These grasses are better adapted to 
these moist soils thaur timothy, and 
they are valuable for hay. 
Fine crops 
of red-top will grow where 
timothy 
^ould kill out in two or three years. 
If the ground is-uneven or boggy, run 
a spading harrow or disk over it un- 
til it is brought down to fit condition 
for seeding. 
Then sow eight pounds 
of red-top and four pounds of alsike 
clover per acre,—Indiana Farmer. 


is caused by the increase in the weight 
of the cows with advancing age. 
At 
any rate there seems to be a parallel 
bet\yeen th(i two sets of 
figures 
for 
the same cows. 
Young animals use a 
portion of their food for the formation 
of body tissue, and it is to be expect- 
ed, therefore, that heifers will require 
a »larger portion of nutrients for the 
production of milk or butter fat than 
do others cows. 
After a ceKain age 
has been reached on the average sev- 
en years of age, the food required for 
the production of a unit of milk or 
butter fat again Increases both as re- 
gards dry matter and the digesjtible 
components of the food. A good milch 
cow of exceptional strength, kept un- 
der favorable conditions, whoso diges- 
tive system has not been impaired by 
overfeeding or crowding for high re- 
sults, should continue to be a profit- 
able producer .till her twelfth year, 
although the economy of her produc- 
tion Is apt to be somewhat reduced' be- 
fore this age is i-eached. 


New Fire Escape Device. 


Fire experts abroad are much Inter- 
ested In a newly-Invented fire escape 
for buildings which Is being brought 
out by a Vienna manufacturer . 
It 
consists of a series of folding 
iron 
ladders, contained in frames, attached 
to the window casements, each reach- 
ing to the window below. 
By merely 
turning a small, winch on any 
floor 
all these frames are pushed outward 
from the buildings, the 
ladders 
ex- 
tended and securely connected 
with 
each other, thus forming a continuous 
communication from the top floor to 
the ground. 
The manipulation is ex- 
tremely simple and occupies less than 
a minute. 
Wlieii not in use the es- 
cape is barely visible and does not 
disflgure the facade of the building in 
the manner that the ardlnary outside 
Iron staircase does. 
A public test of 
the new escape, which Is the inven- 
tion of a 
Swiss 
engineer 
named 
Sch'errer, proved highly 
successful, 
and the Vienna fire brigade represen- 
tatives present expressed their entire 
approval of It.—Philadelphia Record. 


Docking Lambs. 


The lamb is docked when it Is from 
10 days to two weeks old. 
If left 
28 I until older the blood vessels are better 
developed and there is a chance of the 
lamb's bleeding to death. 
At 
this 
stage the wound heals quickly, and 
growth is not interrupted. 
The sim- 
plest tool to use Is 
a 
sharp, 
clean 
butcher knife. 
If an attendant can be 
fiad he holds the lamb In his arms, 
feet up. 
With one hand he holds thli 
iegs and with the other he draws tliG 
skin around the tail within one inch 
of the body toward the body so that 
when the tall Is cut ofT tho skia will 
slip back and partially 
cover 
the 
stub of the tail. 
The tail is cut off 
with the butcher knife while it lies 
on a small block of wood, and within 
1 1-2 inches of the body. 


After docking, the lambs are close- 
ly watched for an hour or two. 
Some- 
times one bleeds more than he should 
and a string is tied about the stub to 
stop the bleeding, 
after 
which 
the 
string is removed,—Criterion.

Age to Breed Keiferi. 


Another step toward 
success 
in 
building up your dairy herd, do not 
breed any heifer until she is nearly 
or quite two y^ears ojd. Let the heifer 
grow and make her body as large and 
her constitution as strong as she can 
be before the demands of motherhood 
and of a milk producer are 
placed 
upon her. 
' 


I realize that there are those who 
will tell us that the dairy 
qualities 
will be lost or injured by this delay. 
Nonsense! 
You have only to see the 
Injury that has been done by breed- 
ing too young. Wou havo only to no- 
tice the weak, frail, undersized crea- 
tures, In the average farmyard, that 
they call cows, and realize how easily 
these are subject to tuberculosis and 
every other ill that bovine flesh is heir 
to, when the full Importance of my 
claim will appear. 


The leading .cause of all this trouble 
is breeding the heifers too, young and 
the balance can be charged 
to in- 
breeding. 
Wo need not make either 
mistake. 
Whichever dain' breed you 
select, do not inbreed, and do not 
breed any heifer under two years of 
«ge.—Indiana 
Farmer. 


Feeding 
Silage. 


I know silage is a good feed for 
horses, for I have tried it. 
I have not, 
however, fed to any great extent be- 
cause I did not have as much silage as 
l wanted for both cows and horses. 
I 
thought more of my cows than I did 
of my horses, so the cows had 
all 
they needed and the horses had to go 
short. 


One wijiter we had a brood mare 
they was fed silage all winter, proba- 
bly 20 pounds a day. 
She had some 
hay and straw to go with it, and no 
grain except what was In the silage, 
and she came out fat 
and 
with 
a 
glossy coat in the spring, and had a 
line, healthy colt. 
Horses like silage 
as well as cattle dto after they are ac- 
customed to it. 


A man In Michigan a few years ago 
wintered 200 horses 
on 
silage 
and 
straw exclusively, 
with 
no 
grain. 
They came through In fine shape, and 
the brood mares all had fine, strong 
colts. 


The Ohio experiment station tried 
feeding horses on silage through the 
winter, and reported that they came 
through until spring in the best of 
contdition. 


W. C. Bradley of Wisconsin saiys 
that one year during spring work he 
was out of hay, and the only coarse 
fodder his horses had during all that 
period of hard work was silage. 
He 
says that the horses never stood work 
better.—C. E, McKerrow, in Spirit of 
the West. 


Notes of the Farm. 


If you want big, fat sheep you must 
push the lambs from the start and 
continue feeding them to the 
finish. 


Unless fowls 
are 
provided 
with 
plenty of water during the early win- 
ter they are liable to contract disease. 


A flock of sheep will keep the wood 
pasture pretty well cleaned up, 
but 
they cannot live on weeds and brush. 


Sand is a good substitute for grit 
until the chicks are a week old; after 
that some coarser material must be 
provided. 


Bear In mind that rape pasture for 
a change is more excellent for sheop 
as well as pigs. 
Grow a few acres 
and try It, 


Meat in some form is necessary if 
the best development is to be secured, 
but feed it carefully 
the 
first 
two 
weeks, or you will cause bowel trou- 
ble. 


It is not safe to be governed by the 
results of a trial of one year on the 
farm, 
for 
frequently 
results 
are 
brought about by conditions which we 
know nothing aboftt. 


The most nutritious hay is 
made 
when grasses or clover are In bloom, 
A delay of one week In tho cutting pe- 
riod will make a big difference in th« 
actual feeding value of the crop. 


A pair of Toulouse or African geese 
wlM cost as much as a sheep; but a 
flock raised fi'om them will be worth 
much more than from ordinary breeds, 
as the Toulouse will show an average 
weight of forty to fifty pounds per 
pair 
when 
fully 
matured—that Is, 
when about three years old. 


Prof. Franklin Giddingt Call» Gift» 
Dangerous lo the People. 


Tliat there Is nothing 
to ^pVevent 
giant 
finandal 
or speculative interests 
from swooping down on» great 
trust 
funds such as tho Sage and Rocke- 
feller foundations, and diverting them 
from their original purpose to be used 
"as a determining Influence in financial 
operations,*' is the warning note souhd- 
ed by Franklin H. Glddings, professor 
of soclolog>- 
at Columlrta university^ 
in. an article in ''Van Norden Mag- 
azine," entitled '''The Damger in Char- 
itable Trusts/' 


"Designing business Interests," de- 
clares Prof. Glddings, "will inevitably 
work every possible scheme to obtain 
such representation in the control of 
trust funds as will enable them 'to 
swing* what they are pleased to call 
'the business end' of these huge ethico- 
flnancial 
creatures." 


Prof. Glddings points out that 
the 
creation of millions of dollars In per- 
petuity is diametrically opposed to the 
principle set down In the constitution 
forbiddiaig the tying up of estates be- 
yond a generation. 


Tlie insurance Investigation disclosed, 
he stales, "thó enormous power that 
any great surplus or accumulation oí 
capital can be made to wield in th« 
investment market." 


After calling attention to the fact 
that the same men are usually to be 
found reiving as trustees of charitablc 
and educational trust funds. Prof. Gid- 
dinigs says: 


Those who know the ways of the bus- 
iness world are well aAvare of the rar« 
opportunity which the 
chieftains of 
high finance too often find in a board 
of trustees made up of fine old gentle- 
men selected for their probity, 
but 
overtrustful and not disposed to take 
too active an interest in the concerns 
which they are supposed to watch. 


Kven in the case of the Sage gift, 
Prof, Glddings declares, where the trus- 
tees have been given the widest possi- 
ble latitude In the distribution of the 
$10,000.000 she has set aside for char- 
ily, "it is obvious that enormous ac- 
cumulations of property may be piled 
up, the ultimate actual control of which 
may pass into the hands of men whose 
attitude toward the state, the social 
welfare and unnumbered private inter- 
ests, righteous or iniquitous, no human 
being can foresee." 


He pointed out that it 
woul.d be 
quite possible to use the Sage fund for 
the advancement of either anarchy or 
socialism, or of protection or 
free 
trade, although he admits that it is im- 
probable that such uses would ever be 
made of the money. 


As an illustration o-f his contention 
Prof. Giddings gives this instance: 


Without any actual conversion, but 
merely in dlctatin\sr terras to bankers 
or otherwise, large fuaids can always 
be used as a determining influence in 
financial 
oi>erations, as was 
shown 
when in 1903 a syndicate subscriptloi 
of 
150,000,000, no part of 
which waa 
ever paid In or used, kept down the call 
money rate in Wall street to 6 percent. 
Such funds can be used also to deter- 
mine an enormous patronage 
in a 
large number of employments. And all 
this ca.n be accomplished without any 
conscious complicity in wrongdoing by 
the legally responsible trustees. 


For like reasons the interests that 
actually do control the vaster funds 
will in general wield iheir power in a 
way to resist any extension, even the 
tQust reasonable, of public cootrol over 
corporate or other privileged activity. 
Whatever "the existing social order" 
may happen to be, the ijower of these 
vast accumulations will ¿almost inevit- 
ably be used to maintain it against 
any klnt* of change—beneficial change 
no less than destructive.

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Nothing but Old Age and Accident to 


Cause Death.

S a result of tlie great discovery of antitoxins man’s allotted 
three score years and ten will soon be a myth. The twen­ 
tieth century medicine will make disease a harmless Indis­ 
position and death by accident and old age only the order 
of the day. 
Surgery, electro-therapy and the Roentgen 
rays are daily demonstrating the fact that hitherto uncon­ 
querable diseases are 
yielding to treatment, and 
serum- 
therapy, the glittering gleam of generatious gone, is be­ 
coming a reality. 


The use of animals to produce antitoxins is not ample or able to meet 
the demand; science must have human beings. 


This great obstacle, however, can be overcome by using the criminals In 
out* penitentiaries for the production of the anti-serums. A law making the 
punishment for certain crimes optional with the convicted1—imprisonment on 
the one hand, inocculation with certain disease germs on the other—would 
solve the problem for all time. With the work in the hands of experienced 
men, chosen for their medical acumen and not by political influence, human- 
produced antitoxin could» be furnished which would supply the medical pro­ 
fession for all, or nearly all, the known diseases due to germs. And It would 
not be dangerous to the subjects, either. 


The antitoxin as now produced by corporations are placed at so high a 
figure that they are beyond the reach of the poor, and are such a drain upon 
the rich that a disinclination to their use Is produced. 


This obstacle to the rapid development of the twentieth century medi­ 
cine could be overcome by generous'state and municipal aid. 


The state now gives many thousands to the Agricultural college and ex­ 
perimental station In Prince George s county, in order that methods for forc­ 
ing spring onions may be found or means to kill a plant louse discovered 
Why not give as many thousands to an antitoxin institution to protect the 
lives of Its children? 


Body and Mind Beautiful. 


It is the woman who is beautiful ex­ 
ternally who cares for herself intern­ 
ally, and who while cultivating the 
graces of her body does not fail to re­ 
member that smiles drive away wrin­ 
kles, a happy heart makes one’s life- 
work easy, and a sympathetic nature 
aids in making» the pleasant look 
come Upon one’s face.

is simply its extreme solemnity; 
a solemnity 
which is characteristic of all barbarians; a solemnity which

and of American Indians. 


This Is the origin of the thing called American humor. In Europe humor 
is a surprise, but in America it is a ritual. 
We in Europe like & story to be 
short, not so much because it is therefore any more witty, but because some­ 
thing in us rebels against the prolongation of a merely frivolous thing. Thus, 
for instance, an American aristocrat of the smart set gives a long and dull 
freak dinner, while the English aristocrat is content with suddenly jumping 
on your back. We in the deeply civilized countries have reached to a levity 
that rebels against levity; we are too ironical to accept irony except suddenly 
and for a moment. But American humor arises from the fact that the Amer­ 
icans are so serious that they take even humor seriously.—Louden Dally 
News.

Teachers of the Deaf and Dumb. 
Here is another career for women 
and girls which, odd as It seems, at 
present is not overstocked—viz., the 
“oral” teaching of the deaf and dumb. 


It is of course not so. interesting as 
teaching those who are not afflicted, 
but the work has its charms and com­ 
pensations for women who are quali­ 
fied by examination to undertake the 
work, and the results attained are 
sometimes little short of marvellous. 


The demand for fully qualified teach­ 
ers Is very greatly in excess of the 
supply. 
The whole course of train­ 
ing Is very Inexpensive, and at the 
completion of it there are many re­ 
munerative posts requiring teachers. 


The training usually extends over a 
period of eighteen months, or even two 
years, although it is possible for stu­ 
dents to enter for twelve months. This, 
however, is not advisable, as a longer 
length of time is required to obtain 
a thorough grasp of the system, which 
teaches the deaf by means of spoken 
language exclusively and replaces the 
want of hearing by lip reading, which 
might be termed “hearing with the 
eyes,” says Woman's Life. 


The training consists of very inter- 
esting lectures on the theory and prac- 
tice of the pure oral system, physiol­ 
ogy, anatomy of the vocal organs, 
voice production, psychology, methods 
of teaching the language and the his­ 
tory of the deaf mute education at 
home and abroad. 
The student who 
contemplates 
seriously 
undertaking 
the work should be young and strong, 
endued with much patience and keen 
sympathy for the afflicted.

delicious breakfast or luncheon dish 
and also is an economical way of us- 
ing small quantities of leftovers. To 
prepare it line small buttered cups 
with soft boiled rice a half inch in 
thickness. Fill the center with cooked 
chicken, finely minced, delicately sea- 
soned and slightly made moist with 
cream sa.uce or chicken broth. A few 
chopped oysters added to the chicken 
improve the Saver. Onion juice and 
minced celery may be added if de- 
sired. Cover the top with a layer of 
the rice and bake in a moderate oven 
for 15 minutes.

Of 48 children, says Stanley Hall,

field in which the children exercised 
their philosophic minds. About three- 
quarters of them thought the world

putting them on again in the morning, 
or again, It Is believed to lie under 
the trees at night and the angels mind 
it. 
God, of whom children always

beds of Western Europe, and it ap- 
parently follows that man antedates 
the glacial period, inasmuch as this 
tropical fauna was previous to the ice 
age, and since remains of glacial fau- 
na, together with human remains, oc- 
cur in later (and superior) geological 
deposits. Thus the question of the 
antiquity of man becomes the simpler 
question of the date of the ice age. 
The answer is 60,000 years ago, at 
least. It is largely on the discovery 
of flint implements, styled "chelleans" 
at Chelles In France, that man is 
thus dated back to the ^mi-tropical 
epoch of the Pleistocene period.—New 
York Tribune.

Recipes. 


Orange 
Omelet—Beat four yolks 
of eggs with four teaspoonfuls of fine 
sugar; add a pinch of salt to 
the 
whites and beat until dry and firm; 
pour the yolks over the whites, add­ 
ing the grated rind of one orange 
and three tablespoons of juice; mix 
lightly; cook in hot butter until firm; 
spread with orange pulp, fold, garnish 
with sections and serve. 


Cocoanut Cakes—Prepare 
a cake 
mixture with a cupful of butter, two 
cupfuls of sugar, a cupful of milk, 
three cupfuls of flour, two teaspoon­ 
fuls of cream of tartar, half a tea/- 
spoonful of soda, the whites of six 
eggs and one cocoanut, grated. Bake 
three dozen cakes, cool and dip in 
melted fondant, flavored and tinted. 
Decorate with blanched almonds and 
candied fruit. 


Chicken and Rice Cups—This is a 
delicious breakfast or luncheon dish 
and also is ap economical way of us­ 
ing small quantities of leftovers. 
To 
prepare it line small buttered cups 
with soft boiled rice a half inch in 
thickness. Fill the center with cooked 
chicken, ilnely minced, delicately sea­ 
soned and slightly made moist with 
cream sauce or chicken broth. A few 
chopped oysters added to the chicken 
improve the flavor. 
Onion juice and 
minced celery may be added if de­ 
sired. 
Cover tho top with a layer of 
the rice and bake in a moderate oven 
for 15 minutes. Then invert the cups 
carefully on a heated platter 
and 
serve at once with 
any 
preferred 
sauce. 


Potato Salad—The potatoes are se­ 
lected for their uniform size, pared 
and kept in a bowl of cold water until 
the pot of bouillon in which they are 
to cook is boiling hot, then they are 
transfered to it, and allowed to re­ 
main in this broth until so mealy and 
soft that they can be readily pierced 
with a fork. Drained from the bouil­ 
lon, they are sliced while still hot, and 
covered with a French dressing. This 
is the secret of success, for the pota­ 
toes, which have been deliciously fla­ 
vored with the meat broth, absorb the 
dressing more readily while hot.

with a nervous disease and required 
almost constant attention. In all that 
time her husband had been constant 
in his 
devotion 
to 
her, 
sacrificing 
many pleasures to give her comfort 
and caring only for her welfare. To 
her intimate friends Mrs. McKinley 
never tired, of praising these traits of 
McKinley’s character. He was to her 
the perfect man and husband. Her af­ 
fection for him was manifest to all 
who came in contact with them in the 
White House and his devotion to her 
was that of a lover. 


It was ecident to all who saw Mr*. 
McKinley that she had suffered. 
Her 
face showed that, but her physical dis- 
abilties had brought to her counten­ 
ance that 
sweetness 
which 
comes 
from trials bravely borne. Despite her 
bodily troubles, however, she persist­ 
ed in performing as far as possible 
those duties which the public expects 
from the first lady of the land. At the 
White House receptions she sat in a 
chair at tfie left of the president and 
on the right of the line of standing 
women of the cabinet circle. 
For all 
who came to these affairs she had a 
bright smile, with the addition of a 
pleasant word to those §he knew per­ 
sonally. She did not follow the hand­ 
shaking custom of White House social 
functions, and a glance at the deli­ 
cate, fragile hands, usually folded In 
her lap, explained why. 


Perhaps the most decided trait of 
Mrs. McKinley's character 
was 
her 
love for children. She showed this in 
every occasion 
presented, 
whether 
driving or walking through the White 
House lobby for her carriage or when 
friends brought their little ones to see 
her. 
At noon, when she usually re­ 
turned from her morning drives the 
White House was, as a rule, pretty 
well filled with visitors. 
Many of 
these would stand in the lobby to 
watch the frail, sweet faced 
woman 
pass through to the residence portion 
of the mansion, leaning on the arm of 
an attendant. If Mrs. McKinley spied 
a child in the crowd she would in­ 
variably stop and call the youngster 
to her, sometimes attempting to coax 
the bashful ones by offers of flowers. 
On several occasions, when Mrs. Mc­ 
Kinley was particularly attracted by 
a child in the lobby, she would have 
him or her brought to her apartments. 
No little boy or little girl ever went 
awa-y without some present.—Wash­

Antiquity of Man.

Answer—Tools and hunting wea­ 
pons, bones of tropical fauna and re­ 
mains of man are found in gravel 
beds of Western Europe, and it ap­ 
parently follows that man antedates 
the glacial period, inasmuch as this 
tropical fauna was previous to the ice 
age, and since remains of glacial fau­ 
na, together with human remains, oc­ 
cur in later (and superior) geological 
deposits. 
Thus the question of the 
antiquity of man becomes the simpler 
question of the date of the ice age, 
The answer is 60,000 y*sars ago, at

But the quarry Is 
well aware of its danger. It makes a 
bee line for the surface and as soon as 
It gets there begins to take In great 
gulps of air. 


Then a strange thing happens. The 


fish that only a moment before was 
thin and small begins to grow stouter 
and stouter until, like the frog In the 
fable, it seems in danger of bursting. 
It stops inflating Itself, however, just 
in time to avert this catastrophe. But 
Its skin has become as taut as a drum- 
head, and the whole of Its body is cov- 
ered with sharp, erect prickles. It has 
become a sea hedgehog, and the hun- 
gry shark which comes surging through 
the water dares not touch it, but turn* 
tall In search of something more eata- 
ble. Of course the globefish was cov- 
ered with prickles all the time, bnt In 
periods of tranquillity these He com- 
fortably along its sides, just as do 
those of the hedgehog. 
Unlike its 


land prototype, however, the sea 
hedgehog Is unprovided -with a special 
muscle for erecting its prickles, to 
when danger threatens It haa recourse 
to the mechanical method of Inflating 
the whole body -with air or with wa- 
ter, if It cannot reach the surface 
quickly.—Scientific American.

Of fishes a largo number are pro­ 
tected from hostile attack by a cov­ 
ering of prickles.

and Indo-Paciflc oceans. The extremo 
length of the globeflsh is something 
less than two foot. 
It has thick lips 
and goggle eyes, which glvo it the ap­ 
pearance of a good natured country­ 
man. 
Count go it seems to lack, and 
one might suppose that such a sim­ 
pleton would fall an easy prey to the 
first shark or dogfish it encountered. 
Yet the globeflsh is able to take care 
of itself. 
It never under any circum­ 
stances attacks the enemy, yet is al­ 
ways ready to rocelve him In a suit­ 
able manner should he provoke hostil­ 
ities. 


Let us suppose that a shoal of gfobe- 
fishes is swimming tranquilly in the 
clear waters when it is suddenly sur­ 
prised by a hungry shark. 
Of course 
the little fellows scuttle hither and 
thither in uncontrollable alarm. 
But 
the shark, poising himself upon his 
powerful tail, leisurely singles out ono 
of the fleeing globcflshos and sets out 
in pursuit. 
Now, although the globe­ 
flsh Is a good swimmer, it is no match 
for the shark. 
The chase is in every 
way unequal and can have but oue 
ending. Within a few minutes of its 
commencement the shark must over­ 
take the globeflsh. 
But the quarry is 
well awaro of its danger. It makes a 
bee line for the surface and as soon a« 
It gets there begins to take in great 
gulps of air. 


Then a strange thing happens. The 
fish that only a moment before was 
tliln and small begins to grow stouter 
and stouter until, like the frog In the 
fable, it seems In danger of bureting. 
It stops inflating itself, however, just 
in time to avert this catastrophe. But 
its skin has become as taut as a drum­ 
head, and the whole of its body is cov­ 
ered with sharp, erect prickles. It has 
become a sea hedgehog, and the hun­ 
gry shark which comes surging through 
the water dares not touch it, but turn» 
tail in search of something more eata­ 
ble. Of course the globeflsh was cov­ 
ered with prickles all the time, but in 
periods of tranquillity these lie com­ 
fortably along its sides, just as do 
those of the hedgehog. 
Unlike its 
land 
prototype, 
however, 
the 
sea 
hedgehog is unprovided with a special 
muscle for erecting Its prickles, so 
when danger threatens it has recourse 
to the mechanical method of Inflating 
the whole body with air or with wa­ 
ter. If it cannot reach the surface 
quickly.—Scientific American.

passenger boat carries a number of 
portable extinguishers -which can be , 
strapped oa a. man's back. The spray ' 
from these is, of course, thin, but very | 
effective in subduing small outbreaks j 
•where the fire has not secured too firm j 
a hold.

Fire drill forms a weekly feature in |

gers have to be informed, but the news 
Is always broken as lightly as possible, 
and some special entertainment—a con- 
cert, a deuce, theatricals, and so on—is 
got up to allay any natural feeling of ( 
nervous anxiety. Of course if the fire [ 
shows sigu.; of becoming unmanage- 
able the boats are got ready and swung 
out in case it appears necessary to 
abandon the ship.

fully provisioned, food sufficient for 
several days being contained in air and 
water tight tanks.

tistially occur amid the cargo in the 


- lower holds nnd are often spontaneous 
in their origin. In such cases it is 
highly dangerous to open the hatches. 
The fire, which may have been smol- 
dering for clnys. will naturally burst 
into a blaze as soon as the air is ad- 
mitted. 


The proper course is to exclude the 


air in every possible way; consequently 
even the ventilators are stopped up.

The Next Exposition. 


On June 1 ground was broken for 


the Alaska-Yukon Exposition, which 
is to be held ia Seattle in 1909, open- 
ing on June 1 of that year, and clos- 
ing on October 15. Its object Is to 
celebrate the "fortieth anniversary of 
the purchase of Alaska. That anni- 
versary comes in 1907 Instead of in 
1909, but nearness to the Lewis and 
Clark Exposition in Portland. Oregon, 
In 1905. and the lack of time for 
adequate preparation compelled the 
selection of 1909 as the date for the 
observance. The New York Chamber 
of Commerce, the oldest and by far 
the most important body of that sort 
In the United States, recently adopt- 
ed resolutions commending the Alas- 
ka-Yukon Exposition, and urging the 
Legislature at Albany to make an ap- 
propriation for the participation t>f 
the state of Xew. York therein. ^lany 
of the states—Pennsylvania, Missouri. 
Utah, 
California, Washington and 


others—had already made arrange- 
ments to be represented at the expo- 
sition, and others are expected to do 
so in the sessions of their 
Legis- 
latures next winter. The exposition 
is to cost $10,006,000, is to cover 250 
acres of ground, and is to have 12 ex- 
hibit palaces.—Leslie's "Weekly. 
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New Fire Escape Device. 


Fire experts abroad are much inter- 


ested in a newly-invented fire escape 
for buildings which is being brought 
out by a Vienna manufacturer . It 
consists of a series of folding iron 
ladders, contained ia frames, attached 
to the window casements, each reach- 
ing to the window below. By merely 
turning a small winch on any floor 
all these frames are pushed outward 
from the buildings, the ladders ex- 
tended and securely connected with 
each other, thus forming a continuous 
communication from the top floor to 
the around. The manipulation is ex- 
tremely simple and occupies less than 
a minute. When not in use the es- 
cape is barely visible and does not 
disfigure the facade of the building in 
the manner that, the ardinary outside 
iron staircase does. A public test of 
the new escape. wLich is the inven- 
tion of a Swiss engineer named 
Scherrer, proved highly 
successful, 


and the Vienna fire brigade represen- 
tatives present expressed their entire 
approval of it.—Philadelphia Record. 


The Railroad Trespasser. 


At the recent national conference of 


Charities and Correction at Minne- 
apolis, Mr. O. F. Lewis of Xew York 
delivered an address in which he set 
forth certain striking facts concern- 
ing railroad 
vagrancy, 
declaring: 


"More vagrants are killed every year 
on American railroads than the com- 
bined totals of passengers and train- 
men killed." He states that statis- 
tics show that in the five years from 
1901 to 3905 24.000 trespassers were 
killed on American railroads. 16,000 
employes and only 2000 passengers. 


Mr. Lewis quoted from President 


Hill of the Great Northern road, who 
said that hundreds of idle men infest 
empty cars on the Great Northern 
during the summer months, and seek 
to secrete themselves on every train 
at any risk. They get off trains while 
In motion, and many suffer in life 
and limb. 
Others fall 
off when 
asleep. 


Shipping a Steel Mast. 


. The feat of shipping a steel mast 
13S feet long was recently 
accom- 


plished by the Great Western Rail- 
road of England- The mast was three 
feet in diameter and weighed 14 tons. 
The transportation was accomplish- 
ed by loading the mast on seven cars, 
the great column being supported by 
bolsters on the second and fifth cars. 
The bolsters were 85 feet apart, and 
the mast was successfully transport- 
ed from Liverpiool to Plymouth. Con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced in 
turning some of the sharper curves of 
the line, and traffic was interrupted 
for awhile at one or two points.

T«*y are fairly 
large, red in color, hardy and can 
thriTe on pastures that will not keep 
some breeds. The cows do not rank 
high for dairy purposes, but as Devoa 
cattle are active and quick, they have 
held the first place as animals for the 
joke.—Epitomisi. 


Clover Culture. 


On many farms there are iow places 


of an acre or more which wi!! not 
produce timothy or clover, and are 
really too wet to cultivate. 
These 


spots can be brought into use by 
seeding with red-top and alsike clover. 
These grasses are better adapied to 
these moist soils than timothy, aud 
they are valuable for hay. Fine crops 
of red-top will grow where timothy 
i^ould kill out in two or three years. 
If the ground is -uneven or boggy, run 
a spading harrow or disk over it un- 
til it is brought down to fit condition 
for seeding. Then sow eight pounds 
of red-top and four pounds of alsike 
clover per acre.—Indiana Farmer. 


Docking Lambs. 


The lamb Is docked when it is from 


10 days to two weeks old. If left 
until older Che blood vessels are better 
developed and there is a chance of the 
lamb's bleeding to death. 
At this 


stase the wound heals quickly, arid 
growth is not interrupted. The sim- 
plest tool to use is a sharp, clean 
butcher knife. If an attendant can be 
Bad he holds the lamb in his arms, 
feet up. With one hand he holds the 
iegs and with the other he draws the 
skin around the tail within one inch 
of the body toward the body so that 
when the tail is cut oS. the skim will 
slip back and partially 
cover the 


stub of the tail. The tail is cue off 
•with the butcher knife while it lies 
on a small block of vrooa, and within 
1 1-2 inches of the body. 


After docking, the lambs are close- 


ly watched for an hoar or tv.-o. Some- 
times one bleeds more than he shotrld 
and a string is tied about the stub to 
stop the bleeding, after which the 
string is removed.—Criterion. 


Black Locust. 


Black Locust is one of the most 


persistent deciduous trees that we 
have 
to 
produce Itself 
from 
the 


roots, and hence it "is essential that 
one study this particular variety so as 
to know the right time to cut It if it is 
to be killed at the root. Grabbing out 
tie trees and cutting them down at 
different seasons of the year has been 
tried. If you want the timber to last 
long in the ground locust should be 
cut in August or September, but If 
you desire to kill the trees they 
should be. cut in July and then in Sep- 
tember the stumps should be peeled. 
The,next spring an occasional sprout 
will show from the roots. These wfil 
have to be treated the same as you 
would weeds to get rid" of them. The 
black locust is one of the best lasting 
po.st timbers we have and should be 
planted out on the prairie farms more 
than it is, for this one item of post 
timber. We do not think it will last 
equal to the osage orange, but it is 
equal to red cedar and can be pro- 
duced on ground at a much lower 
price than we have to pay for posts 
at the lumber yard.—Banner's Tri- 
bune. 


Age to Breed Heifers.

You cave only to see the 
Injury that has been done by breed- 
Ing too young. .You have only to no- 
tice the weak, frail, undersized crea- 
tures, in the average farmyard, That 
they call cows, asd realize how easily 
these are subject to tuberculosis and 
every other 111 that bovine flesh is heir 
to, when the full importance of my 
claim will appear. 


The leading .cause of all this trouble 


is breeding the heifers too, young and 
the balance can be charged to in- 
breeding. We need cot rcake either 
mistake. Whichever dairy breed you 
select, do not Inbreed, ana do not 
breed any heifer usder two years o? 
age.—Indiana Farraer. 


is caused by the Inprease In the weight 
of the cows with advancing age. At 
any rate there seems to be a parallel 
between the* two sets of figures fer 
the saaae cows. Young animals use a 
portion of their food for the formation 
of body tissue, and it is to be expect- 
ed, therefore, that heifers will require 
a iarger portion of nutrients for the 
production of milk or butter fat than 
do others cows. After a certain age 
has been reached on the average sev- 
en years of age, the food required, for 
the production of a unit of milk or 
butter fat again increases- both as re- 
gards dry matter and the digesjtible 
components of the food. A good milch 
cow of exceptional strength, kept un- 
der favorable conditions, whose diges- 
tive system has not been impaired by 
overfeeding or crowding for high re- 
sults, should continue to be a profit- 
able producer till her twelfth year, 
although the economy of her produc- 
tion is apt to be somewhat reduced be- 
fore this age is reached. 


Feeding Silage. 


I know silage is a good feed for 


horses, for I have tried it. I have not, 
however, fed to any great extent be- 
cause I did not have as much silage as 
1 wanted for both cows and horses. I 
thought more of my cows than I did 
of my horses, so the cows had all 
they needed and the horses had to go 
short. 


One winter we had a brood mare 


they was fed silage all winter, proba- 
bly 20 pounds a day. She had some 
hay and straw to go with it, and no 
grain except what was in the silage, 
and she came out fat and with a 
glossy coat in the spring, and had a 
fine, healthy colt. Horses like silage 
as wall as cattle do after they are ac- 
customed to it. 


A man in Michigan a few years ago 


wintered 200 horses OH silage and 
straw exclusively, 
with 
no grain. 


They came through in fine shape, and 
the brood mares all had fine, strong 
colts. 


The Ohio experiment station tried 


feeding horses on silage through the 
winter, and reported that they came 
through until spring in the best of 
contdltioa. 


W. C. Bradlev of Wisconsin says 


that one year during spring work he 
was out of hay, and the only- coarse 
fodder his horses had during all that 
period of hard work was silage. He 
says that the horses never stood work 
better.—C. E. McKerrow, in Spirit of 
the West. 


Notes of the Farm. 


If you want big, fat sheep you must 


push the lambs from the start and 
continue feeding them to the finish. 


Unless fowls are provided 
with 


plenty of water during the early win- 
ter they are liable to contract disease. 


A flock of sheep will keep the wood 


pasture pretty well cleaned up, but 
they cannot live on weeds and brush. 


Sand is a good substitute for grit 


until the chicks are a week old; after 
that some coarser material must be 
provided. 


Bear In mind that rape pasture for 


a change is more excellent for sheep 
as well as pigs. 
Grow a few acres 


and try It. 


Meat in some form Is necessary if 


the best development is to be secured, 
but feed it carefully the first two 
weeks, or you will cause bowel trou- 
ble. 


It is not safe to be governed by the 


results of a trial of one year on the 
farm, for 
frequently 
results are 


brought about by conditions which we 
know nothing aboftt. 


The most nutritious hay is made 


when grasses or clover are In bloom. 
A deiay of one week in the cutting pe- 
riod will make a big difference- ia th« 
actual feeding value of the crop. 


A pair of Toulouse or African geese 


will cost as much as a sheep; but a 
flock raised from them will be worth 
much more than from ordinary breeds, 
as the Toulouse will show aa average 
weight of forty to fifty pounds per 
pair when fully 
matured—that is. 


when about three years old. 


PKARft RAID ON CHARITY FUNDS. 


Prof. Franklin Giddingc Call* Gift) 


Dangerous to th« People. 


That there is nothing to -prevent 


giant: financial or speculative Interests 
from swooping down o» great trust 
funds such as the Sage and Rocke- 
feller foundations, and diverting them 
from their original purpose to be used 
"as a determining influence in financial 
operations," is the warning note souhd- 
ed by Franklin H. Giddings,. professor 
of sociology 
at Columbia university, 


in an article in "Van Nordea Mag- 
azine," entitled The Danger in Char- 
itabla Trusts." 


"Designing business interests,"' de- 


clares Prof. Giddings, "will inevitably 
work every possible scheme to obtain 
such representation in the control of 
trust funds as will enable them 'to 
swing' what they are pleased to call 
'the business end' of these huge ethico- 
finaneial creatures.'" 


Prof. Giddings points out that the 


creation of millions of dollars in per- 
petuity is diametrically opposed to the 
principle set down in the constitution 
forbidding the tying up of estates be- 
yond a generation. 


The insurance investigation disclosed, 


he states, "the enormous power that 
any great surplus or accumulation ol 
capital can be made to wield in the 
investment market." 


After calling attention to the fact 


that the same men are usually to be 
found *eiviag as trustees of charitable 
and educational trust funds, Prof. Gid- 
dinigs says: 


Those who know the ways of the bus- 


iness world are well aware of the rar« 
opportunity which the chieftains of 
high finance too often find in a board 
of trustees made up of fine old gentle- 
men selected for their probity, but 
overtrustful and not disposed to take 
too active an interest in the concerns 
which they are supposed to watch. 


Even to the case of the Sage gift, 


Prof. Giddings declares, where the trus- 
tees have been given the widest possi- 
ble latitude in the distribution of the 
510,000,000 she has set aside for char- 
ity, "it is obvious that enormous ac- 
cumulations of property may be piled 
up, the ultimate actual control of which 
may pass into the hands of men whose 
attitude toward the state, the social 
welfare and unnumbered private inter- 
ests, righteous or iniquitous, no human 
being can foresee." 


He pointed out that it 
would, be 


quite possible to use the Sage fund for 
the advancement of either anarchy or 
socialism, or of protection or 
free 


tratie. although he admits that it is Im- 
probable that such uses would ever be 
made of the money. 


As an illustration of his contention 


Prof. Giddings gives this instance: 


Without any actual conversion, bul 


merely in dictating terms to bankers 
or otherwise, large fuads ran always 
be used as a determining influence in 
financial operations, as was 
shown 


when in 1903 a syndicate subscription 
of $50,000.000, no part of which was 
ever paid in or used, kept down the call 
money rate in Wall street to 6 percent. 
Such funds can be used also to deter- 
mine an enormous patronage 
in a 


large number of employments. And all 
this ca-n be accomplished without any 
conscious complicity in wrongdoing by 
the legally responsible trustees. 


For like reasons the interests that 


actually do control the vaster funds 
will in general wield their power in a 
way to resist any extension, even the 
must reasonable, of public control over 
corporate or other privileged activity. 
Whatever "the existing social order" 
may happen to be, the power of these 
vast accumulations will tamest inevit- 
ably be used to maintain it against 
any kin<? of change—beneficial change 
no less than destructive. 


Gecd Dairy Cows. 


The Wisconsin Station dairy depart- 


ment in a late bulletin says that the 
length of time the cow wi-H maintain 
her maximum production depends on 
her constitutional strength and the 
care with which ste is fed and man- 
aged. A good dairy cow should not 
show any marked falling off until af- 
ter ten years cf age. Many excellent 
records have been made by cows older 
than this. The quality of the milk 
produced by heifers is somewhat bet- 
ter than that of older cows, for a de- 
crease has t-een noted of one to two- 
tenths of 1 percent In the average 
fat content for each year until the 
coirs have reached the full age. This 


Soap Growing on Trees. 


Visitors to Algeria describe an es- 


tate, comprising about four square 
miles and situated near the city of 
Algiers. The owner, S. Bertrand, Is 
the president of the Algeria Agricul- 
tural society. 
E-3 raises large quan- 


tities of grapes, olives and oranges, 
but also has a plantation devoted to 
what are called soap trees. These 
bear berries, and every season thou- 
sands of tons of them are gathered. 
The interior of a berry consists of a 
hard kernal and a yellowish sticky 
pulp which can be converted into a 
kind of scap. The product seems to 
be destined to be of great service to 
the cloth and linen manufacturers and 
above all for domestic purposes, as It 
can be used to clean linen and silken 
fabrics aad colored embroiderfes. The 
colors are in this way renovated, 
while the use of ordinary scap makes 
them run together.

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Professor Moissan declared at the 
Paris Academy of Science that he had 
succeeded in boiling copper at a tem­ 
perature of 2100 degrees by means of 
a powerful electric currcut.

Dr. E. A. Mcars, an authority on or­ 
nithology, recently , discovered several 
new species on the summit of Apo, a 
volcanic mountain of the Island of 
Mindanao, in the Philippine group. 


"Zupupe,” a fibre used by Mexican 
Indians for ropes, is claimed by experts 
to be bettor than hemp or any other 
known textile. The material is abund­ 
ant, a large supply being produced by 
plantations in the Province of Tuxpan. 


In the heating system of the Eglfing 
Sanatorium, in Upper Bavaria, steam 
is sent through pipes more than a mile 
and a half to the coils heating water 
boilers that supply heat to thirty pa 
vilions and six administrative build­ 
ings. 
Steam entering the conduits at 
159 degrees C. was found to have 
temperature of 152 degrees on reaching 
the coils. 


A curious blackening of the faces 
and hands of certir*' persons being 
treated by electricity has been noticed. 
Investigations showed that this took 
place only when the patient’s chair 
was electrically positive and the crown 
of the head negative, and when oil- 
heaters were being used to warm the 
room. 
The blackening proved to be 
due 
to 
invisible 
carbon 
particles 
thrown off by the burning oil and 
drawn to the positive pole. 


A mighty engine storing up the mois­ 
ture of the continent upon its summits 
is the report upon the Andes of C. R. 
Enock, a British engineer. He lias in­ 
spected the chain in Peru, and finds 
that along its whole top, iust below 
the ice cap, is a series of lofty lakes 
that feed innumerable streams. 
An 
example of these streams is the River 
Rimac, which, though not more than 
eighty miles long, descends 17,000 feet 
from its source in the ice. 
A small 
portion of its energy generates electric 
power for the railway between Lima 
and Callao.

RIGID DISCIPLINE THE RULE. 


When the Alarm It Sounded 
Every 
Member of the Crew Has His Station 


Of nil disasters that cau befall a 
*>Uip none is more dreaded by the 
mariner than a lire at soa. Indeed, the 
anuals of Lloyd’s record few greater 
ocean tragedies and, be it said, 110 
more conspicuous instances of gal­ 
lantry aud heroic effort than those con­ 
nected with ships afire. 


No wonder, then, in view of the 
dreadful possibilities of an outbreak 
of ilrc ou board, that a thorough knowl­ 
edge of ¿he proper steps to be t taken 
in extinguishing the flames at the out­ 
set or at least holding them in check 
is expected of every oificcr from the 
captain .downward. 


Most vessels are nowadays fitted 
with hydrants, several on each deck, 
and in the case of large liners hose 
is kept in handy, places, ready to be 
attached to the hydrants at a mo­ 
ment’s notice. 
Moreover, .every largo 
passenger boat carries a number of 
portable extinguishers which can be 
strapped on a man’s back. Tlio spray 
from these is, of course, thin, but very 
effective in subduing small outbreaks 
where the fire has not eecured too firm 
a hold. 


Fire drill forms a weekly feature in 
the routine on every ocean liner. 
Ev­ 
ery member of the crew literally, from 
captain. to cabin boy, has his “fire 
station” allotted to him, at which, 
when the signal is given, he takes his 
position and carries out the particular 
duty intrusted to him. 


When an actual outbreak occurs the 
fire alarm is if possible avoided, so as 
to prevent panic among the passengers. 
Word is passed quietly around, the pas­ 
sengers being kept in ignorance as 
long as possible. 
In fact, more than 
one fire at sea has been extinguished 
without any suspicion on the part of 
the passengers that the outbreak was 
other than an imaginary one engineer­ 
ed by the ofllcers to give the passengers 
a chance of .seeing what could be done 
in the event of the real thing occurring. 


In many cases, of course, the passen­ 
gers have to be informed, but the news 
is always broken as liglitljf as possible, 
and some special entertainment—a con­ 
cert, a dance, theatricals, and so on—is 
got up to allay any natural feeling of 
nervous anxiety. 
Of course if the fire 
shows signs of becoming unmanage­ 
able the boats are got ready and swung 
out in case it appears necessary to 
abandon the ship. 


Every boat on large liners Is kept 
fully provisioned, food sulllclent for 
several days* being contained in air and 
water tight tanks. 


The *worst fires at sea are those 
which cannot easily be got at. These 
usually occur amid the cargo In the 
•lower holds and are often spontaneous 
In their origin. 
In such cases it is 
highly dangerous to open the hatches. 
The fire, which may have been smol­ 
dering for clays, will naturally burst 
Into a blaze as soon as the air is ad­ 
mitted. 


The proper course is to exclude the 
air In every possible way; consequently 
even -the ventilators are stopped up. 
If the holds are fitted with steam 
pipes, the steam Is at once turned ou; 
otherwise holes are cut In the deck, 
just large enough to admit the nozzles 
of the lire hose, and water Is vigorous­ 
ly pumped into the hold. 


In ono form of extinguishing ap­ 
paratus, instead of steam or water, 
sulphurous fumes are injected into 
the hold, the fumes being generated 
in a machine specially fitted for that 
purpose. 
This injection 
method is 
highly effective and rarely fails If the 
pipes are properly placed In each hold; 
The steam or fumes are turned on 
from the upper deck. 


If t\ fire luvul:;: out in the hold and 
assu nes such dimensions that steam 
injection is powerless to check it, tho 
vessel is, when possible, got into shal­ 
low water and, if necessary, beached. 


In any case the sea cocks of the par­ 
ticular hold are opened and the hold 
allowed to fill with water. 
This can 
usually be done with very Jittle fear 
of the vessel foundering, as modern 
built ships are divided into many com­ 
partments separated by strong water 
tight bulkheads of steel or Iron. Such 
is the buoyancy of a vessel so con­ 
structed that instances 
have 
been 
known of a craft remaining alloat with 
only one or two of these compartments 
dry. 


If the burping hold is a very large 
one ni;d by Hooding it with water 
there is danger of the vessel founder­ 
ing, the cargo in ¿mother hold is 
throw'll overboard or “jettisoned,” as 
it is culled at sea, to counteract the 
weight of water admitted into tbe ilrst 
hold, 
As a last resource, the vessel, 
if in dock or shallow water, is scut­ 
tled by opening the sea cocks. This lias 
teen done more than once in Tilbury 
docks. 


We seldom hear nowadays of fire 
breaking out jn the passengers' quar- 
tez*s pn large liners. The introduction 
of electric lighting on board ship has 
no doubt conduced greatly to this im­ 
proved statp ol! matters. 
When a fire 
does break out in the cabin, it is usu­ 
ally 
soon detected, for a1 constant 
wateli is kept by the officers and night 
stewards, who make periodical tours 
of inspection during the nocturnal 
hours.—Pearson's Weekly.

The Next Exposition. 


On June 1 ground was broken for 
the \ Alaslca-Yukon Exposition, which 
is to be held in Seattle in 1909. open­ 
ing on June 1 of that year, and clos­ 
ing on October 15. 
Its object is to 
celebrate th e ‘fortieth anniversary of 
the purchase of Alaska. 
That anni­ 
versary comes in 1907 instead of in 
1909, but nearness to the Lewis and 
Clark Exposition in Portland, Oregon, 
in 1905, and the lack 
of 
time 
for 
adequate preparation compelled the 
selection of 1909 as the date for the 
observance. The New York Chamber 
of Commerce, the oldest and by far 
the most important body of that sort 
in the United States, recently adopt­ 
ed resolutions commending the Alas- 
ka-Yukon Exposition, and urging the 
Legislature at Albany to make an ap­ 
propriation for the participation of 
the state of &ew. York therein. Many 
of the states—Pennsylvania, Missouri, 
Utah, 
California, 
Washington 
and 
others—had already 
made 
arrange­ 
ments to be represented a t the expo­ 
sition, and others are expected to do 
so in the sessions of their 
Legis­ 
latures next winter. The exposition 
is to cost $10,000,000, is to cover 250 
acres of ground, and is to have 12 ex­ 
hibit palaces.—Leslie’s Wreekly. 
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New Fire Escape Device. 


Fire experts abroad are much inter­ 
ested in a newly-invented fire escape 
for buildings which is being brought 
out by a Vienna manufacturer . 
It 
consists of a series of folding 
iron 
ladders, contained in frames, attached 
to the window casements, each reach­ 
ing to the window below. 
By merely 
turning a small* winch on any floor 
all these frames are pushed outward 
from the buildings, the ladders 
ex­ 
tended and securely connected with 
cach other, thus forming a continuous 
communication from the top floor to 
the ground. 
The manipulation is ex­ 
tremely simple and occupies less than 
a minute. 
When not in use the es­ 
cape is barely visible and does not 
disfigure the facade of the building in 
the manner that the ardinary outside 
iron staircase does. A public test of 
the new escape, which is the inven­ 
tion of a 
Swiss 
engineer 
named 
Schërrer, proved highly 
successful, 
and the Vienna fire brigade represen­ 
tatives present expressed their entire 
approval of it.—Philadelphia Record. 


Best Breed for Oxen. 


There are breeds of cattle which are 
more, suitable as oxen than others 
the principal of which may be men­ 
tioned, the Devons. They are fairly 
large, red in color, hardy and. can 
thrive on pastures that will not keep 
some breeds. 
The cows do not rank 
high for dairy purposes, but as Devon 
cattle are active and quick, they have 
held the first place as animals for the 
yoke.—Epitomist. 


Clover Culture. 


On many farms there are low places 
of an acre or more which will not 
produce timothy or clover, and are 
really too wet to cultivate. 
These 
spots can be brought into 
use 
by 
seeding with red-top and aisike clover. 
These grasses are better adapted to 
these moist soils thaiu timothy, and 
they are valuable for hay. 
Fine crops 
of red-top will grow where timothy 
^ould kill out in two or three years. 
If the ground is «uneven or boggy, run 
a spading harrow or disk over it un­ 
til it is brought down to fit condition 
for seeding. 
Then sow eight pounds 
of red-top and four pounds of aisike 
clover per acre.—Indiana Farmer. 


The Railroad Trespasser/ 


At the recent national conference of 
Charities and Correction 
at 
Minne­ 
apolis, Mr. O. F. Lewis of New York 
delivered an address in which he set 
forth certain striking facts concern­ 
ing 
railroad 
vagrancy, 
declaring: 
"More vagrants are killed every year 
on American railroads than the com­ 
bined totals of passengers and train­ 
men killed.” 
He states that statis­ 
tics show that in the five years from 
1901 to 3905 24.000 trespassers were 
killed on American railroads, 16,000 
employes and only 2000 passengers. 


Mr. Lewis quoted 
from 
President 
Hill of the Great Northern road, who 
paid that hundreds of idle men infest 
empty cars on the Great Northern 
during the summer months, and seek 
to secrete themselves on every train 
at any risk. They get off trains while 
In motion, and many suffer in life 
and limb. 
Others 
fall 
off 
when 
asleep. 


Docking Lambs. 


The lamb is docked when it is from 
10 days to two weeks old. 
If left 
until older the blood vessels are better 
developed and there is a chance of the 
lamb’s bleeding to death. 
At 
this 
stagre the wound heals quickly, and 
growth is not interrupted. 
The sim­ 
plest tool to use is 
a 
sharp, 
clean 
butcher knife. 
If an attendant can be 
ta d he holds the lamb in his arms, 
feet up. 
With one hand he holds this 
iegs and with the other he draws the 
skin around the tail within one inch 
of the body toward the body so that 
when the tail is cut off the skim will 
slip back and partially 
cover 
the 
stub of the tail. 
The tail is ciit off 
with the butcher knife while it lies 
on a small block of wood, and within 
1 1-2 inches of the body. 


After docking, the lambs are close­ 
ly watched for an hour or two. 
Some­ 
times one bleeds more than he should 
and a string is tied about the stub to 
stop the bleeding, after 
which 
the 
string is removed.—Criterion. 


8hipplng a Steel Mast. 


. The feat of shipping a steel mast 
128 feet long was 
recently 
accom­ 
plished by the Great Western Rail­ 
road of England. The mast was three 
feet in diameter and weighed 14 tons. 
The transportation was accomplish­ 
ed by loading the mast on seven cars, 
the great column being supported by 
bolsters on the second and fifth cars. 
The bolsters were 85 feet apart, and 
the mast was successfully transport­ 
ed from Liverpool to Plymouth. Con­ 
siderable difficulty was experienced in 
turning some of the sharper curves of 
the line, and traffic was Interrupted 
for awhile at one or two points.

. Black Locust. 


Black Locust is one of the most 
persistent deciduous trees 
th^t we 
have 
to 
produce itself 
from 
the 
roots, and hence it is essential that 
one study this particular variety so as 
to know the right time to cut it if it is 
to be killed at the root. 
Grubbing out 
the trees and cutting them down at 
different seaso n of the year has been 
tried. 
If you want the timber to last 
long in the ground locust should be 
cut in August or September, but if 
you 
desire 
to 
kill the 
trees they 
should be. cut in July and then in Sep­ 
tember the stumps should be peeled. 
The next spring an occasional sprout 
will show from the roots. 
These will 
have to be treated the same as you 
would weeds to get rid' of them. The 
black locust is one of the best lasting 
PQst timbers we have and should be 
planted out on the prairie farms more 
than it is, for this one item of post 
timber. 
We do not think it will last 
equal to the osage orange, but it is 
equal to red cedar and can be pro­ 
duced on ground at a much lower 
price than we have to pay for posts 
at the lumber yard.—fa rm e r's Tri­ 
bune. 


Age to Breed Heifers. 


Another step toward 
success 
In 
building up your dairy herd, do not 
breed any heifer until she is nearly 
or quite two years old. Let the heifer 
grow and make her body as large and 
her constitution as strong as she can 
be before the demands of motherhood 
and of a milk producer are placed 
upon her. 
/ 


I realize that there are those who 
will tell us that the dairy qualities 
will be lost or injured by this delay. 
Nonsense! 
You have only to see the 
injury that has been done by breed­ 
ing too young. \You have only to no­ 
tice the weak, frail, undersized crea­ 
tures, in the average farmyard, that 
they call cows, and realize how easily 
these are subject to tuberculosis and 
every other ill that bovine flesh is heir 
to, when the full importance of my 
claim will appear. 


The leading .cause of all this trouble 
is breeding the heifers toe* young and 
the balance can be charged to in- 
breeding. 
Wo need not make either 
mistake, 
Whichever dairy breed you 
select, do not inbreed, and do not 
breed any heifer under two years of 
*ge.—Indiana Farmer.

Good Dairy Cows. 


The Wisconsin Station dairy depart­ 
ment in a late bulletin says that the 
length of time tho cow will maintain 
her maximum production depends -on 
her constitutional stren’gth and the 
care with which she is led and man­ 
aged. A good dairy cow should not 
show any marked falling off until af­ 
ter ten years of age. 
Many excellent 
records have been made by cows older 
than this. 
The quality of the milk 
produced by heifers is somewhat bet­ 
ter than that of older cows, for a de­ 
crease has been noted of one to two- 
tenthj of 
1 percent in the average 
fat content for each year until the 
tows have reached the full a?«. 
T hu 


is caused by the increase in the weight 
of the cows with advancing age. 
At 
any rate there seems to be a parallel 
between thd two sets of figures for 
the same cows. Young animals use a 
portion of their food for the formation 
of body tissue, and it is to be expect­ 
ed, therefore, that heifers will require 
a »larger portion of nutrients for the 
production of milk or butter fat than 
do others cows. 
After a certain age 
has been reached on the average sev­ 
en years of age, the food required for 
the production of a unit of milk or 
butter fat again increases both as re­ 
gards dry matter and the digesjtible 
components of the food. A good milch 
cow of exceptional strength, kept un­ 
der favorable conditions, whoso diges­ 
tive system has not been impaired by 
overfeeding or crowding for high re­ 
sults, should continue to be a profit­ 
able producer till her twelfth year, 
although the economy of her produc­ 
tion is apt to be somewhat reduced1 be­ 
fore this age is Reached. 


Feeding 
Silage. 


I know silage is a good feed for 
horses, for I have tried it. 
I have not, 
however, fed to any great extent be­ 
cause I did not have as much silage as 
I wanted for both cows and horses. 
I 
thought more of my cows than I did 
of my horses, so the cows had all 
they needed and the horses had to go 
short. 


One winter we had a brood mare 
they was fed silage all winter, proba­ 
bly 20 pounds a day. 
She had some 
hay and straw to go with it, and no 
grain except what was in the silage, 
and she came out fat 
and 
with 
a 
glossy coat in the spring, and had a 
fine, healthy colt. Horses like silage 
as well as cattle db after they are ac­ 
customed to it. 


A man in Michigan a few years ago 
wintered 200 horses 
on 
silage 
and 
straw exclusively, 
with 
no 
grain. 
They came through In fine shape, and 
the brood mares all had fine, strong 
colts. 


The Ohio experiment station tried 
feeding horses on silage through the 
winter, and reported that they came 
through until spring in the best of 
contdition. 


W. C. Bradley of Wisconsin saiys 
that one year during spring work he 
was out of hay, and the only coarse 
fodder his horses had during all that 
period of hard work was silage. He 
says that the horses never stood work 
better.—C. E. McKerrow, in Spirit of 
the West. 


Notes of the Farm. 


If you want big, fat sheep you must 
push the lambs from the start and 
continue feeding them to the finish. 


Unless fowls 
are 
provided 
with 
plenty of water during the early win­ 
ter they are liable to contract disease. 


A flock of sheep will keep the wood 
pasture pretty well cleaned up, but 
they cannot live on weeds and brush. 


Sand is a good substitute for grit 
until the chicks are a week old; after 
that some coarser material must be 
provided. 


Bear in mind that rape pasture for 
a change is more excellent for sheep 
as well as pigs. 
Grow a few acres 
and try It. 


Meat in some form is necessary if 
the best development Is to be secured, 
but feed it carefully 
the 
first 
two 
weeks, or you will cause bowel trou­ 
ble. 


It is not safe to be governed by the 
results of a trial of one year on the 
farm, 
for 
frequently 
results are 
brought about by conditions which we 
know nothing aboftt. 


The most nutritious hay is made 
when grasses or clover are In bloom. 
A delay of one week in tho cutting pe­ 
riod will make a big difference in the 
actual feeding value of the crop. 


A pair of Toulouse or African geese 
will cost as much as a sheerp; but a 
flock raised from them will be worth 
much more than from ordinary breeds, 
as the Toulouse will show an average 
weight of forty to fifty pounds per 
pair 
when 
fully 
matured—that is, 
when about three years old. 


Prof. Franklin Giddings Calls Gift» 


Dangerous to the People. 


That there is nothing 
to *pVovent 
giant financial or speculative Interests 
from swooping down on» great trust 
fundi such as tho Sage and Rocke­ 
feller foundations, and diverting them 
from their original purpose to be used 
“as a determining influence in financial 
operations,” is the warning note souhd- 
cd by Franklin H. Giddings, professor 
of sociology 
at Columbia university, 
in an article*in "Van Norden Mag­ 
azine," entitled *'iThe Danger in Char­ 
itable Trusts." 


"Designing business interests," de­ 
clares Prof, Giddings, "will inevitably 
work every possible scheme to obtain 
such representation in the control of 
trust funds as will enable them *to 
swing’ what they are pleased to caII 
’the business end* of these huge ethico- 
financial creatures." 


Prof. Giddings points out that the 
creation of millions of dollars in per­ 
petuity is diametrically opposed to the 
principle set down in the constitution 
forbidding the tying up of estates be­ 
yond a generation. 


The insurance investigation disclosed, 
he stales, “the enormous power that 
any great surplus or accumulation of 
capital can be made to wield in the 
investment market." 


After calling attention to the fact 
that the same men are usually to be 
found reiving as trustees of charitable 
and educational trust funds. Prof, Gid- 
dimgs says: 


Those who know the ways of the bus­ 
iness world are well aware of the rar« 
opportunity which the chieftains of 
high finance too often find in a board 
of trustees made up of fine old gentle­ 
men selected for their probity, but 
overtrustful and not disposed to take 
too active an interest in the concerns 
which they are supposed to watch. 


Even in the case of the Sage gift, 
Prof. Giddings declares, where the trus­ 
tees have been given the widest possi­ 
ble latitude in the distribution of the 
$10,000,000 she has set aside for char­ 
ity, “it is obvious that enormous ac­ 
cumulations of property may be piled 
up, the ultimate actual control of which 
may pass into the hands of men whose 
attitude toward the state, the social 
welfare and unnumbered private inter­ 
ests, righteous or iniquitous, no human 
being can foresee.” 


He pointed out that it 
woul.d be 
quite possible to use the Sage fund for 
the advancement of either anarchy or 
socialism, or of protection or 
free 
trade, although he admits that it is im­ 
probable that such uses would ever be 
made of the money. 


As an illustration of his contention 
Prof. Giddings gives this instance: 
Without any actual conversion, but 
merely in dictating terras to bankers 
or otherwise, large funds can always 
be used as a determining influence in 
financial operations, as was 
shown 
when in 1903 a syndicate subscription 
of $50,000,000, no part of which was 
ever paid in or used, kept down the call 
money rate in Wall street to 6 percent, 
Such funds can be used also to deter­ 
mine an enormous patronage 
in a 
large number of employments. And all 
this ca.n be accomplished without any 
conscious complicity in wrongdoing by 
the legally responsible trustees. 


For like reasons the interests that 
actually do control the vaster funds 
will in general wield iheir power in a 
way to resist any extension, even the 
fcnust reasonable, of public control over 
corporate or other privileged activity. 
Whatever "the existing social order” 
may happen to be, the power of these 
vast accumulations will ¿y.most inevit­ 
ably be used to maintain it against 
any klntf of change—beneficial change 
no less than destructive.

WITH PITCHFORK. 


The killing of John Newman, aged 75 
years by his wife who is 74 years old, 
lias created a decided sensation in Pike 
County. 
The couple engaged in a quar- 
rel at their home in Blooming Grove. It 
IB alleged, as the result of an altercation, 
became so much enraged that ho seized 
'a butcher knife and attacked his wife. 
To defend herself she grabbed a hammer 
rand struck her husband a hard blow on 
•the head, which stunued and felled him, 
•to the floor. Then, in a fit of frenzy or 
jfear of her husbands wrath should he re- 
vive and renew the attack, the woman 
Ujrocured a pitchfork and stabbed th e 
•prostrat man in the stomach and body 
»until life was extinct. 


Charles D. Shoemaker, of Coatosville 
was shot and killed near Miflliuburg by 
Iiis uncle, Henry Moll, who mistook him 
for a burglar. 


A $3,000 stallion belonging to J. K.

Suffering from the mental effects of 
a severe attack of typhoid fever, former 
Policeman Frank Miller, a well known 
baseball pitcher of Allenlown, cjmmited 
suicide by drowning in the Jjehigh river. 
Miller had been out of work.

posed that this fact preyed on his mind 
•and caused his ac^. 


George Wright and Michaol Ahern, of 
^ Pittston, were run down and killed by 
trains within half an hour of each other. 
'Wright was on his way home and as ho 
crossed the tracks became confused by 
the passing of two trains and was struck 
^ and killed by o^e pf tbem. 
Ahern was 
killed in almost the käme manner at an- 
other crossing. 


Daniel Wright, an Erie county man, 
died recently in the State Insane Asyl- 
um at Warren. 
A coroner's jury found 
that he died of pneumonia and conges 
. tion of the lun^s. 
An examination of 
* the remains, however, revealed the fact 
that he had twelve broken ribs, and the 
State authorities arc being asked to in- 
vestigate.

Sugar Refining company to make an 
accounting of its profit« since Decem- 
ber 13, 1903. when It secured control of 
the Pennsylvania company. He holds 
that in securing the controlling inter- 
est in the Pennsylvania company, the 
American company became in fact a 
trustee for the concern and la respon- 
sible to it for an accounting. 


The American Sugar Refining com- 
pany never operated the Pennsylvania

A. E. Russ, Jr., and Thomas Sv/Ift, of 
Beverly, N. J., Drov/ned. 


Beverly, N. J.. Aug. 6.—A. Edward 
Russ, Jr., and Thomas Swift, promi- 
nent business men of this place, were 
drowned In the Delaware river while 
returning home from a day's outing 
on the water. 


The men, who had 
been devoted 
chums since boyhood, left their homes 
in an 18-foot ducker. with the intention 
of passing the day fishing and visiting 
friends on the Pennsylvania shore. The 
families of both men became alarmed 
when neither put in an appearance, 
and word was dispatched to the friends 
on the Pennsylvania side. This led to 
a search, and a mile below Dunk's 
Ferry the dead body of Russ 
was 
found 
on 
the 
beach by Frederick 
Douglass. 


Word of the finding of Russ' body 
was sent here, and at once searching 
parties were organized and In launches 
began a systematic search of the river 
for the boat and the body of Swift. 
AAlthough both banks of the Delaware 
were thoroughly searched, no trace of 
either the other victim nor the boat 
has been found.

fHE OIL TSUST 
FINED $29,240,000 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—Expressing it as 
^ii only regret that the law did not 
permit him to infilct a prison penalty. 
United 
States District Judge 
Kene- 
•aw Mountain Landis rendered Judg* 
ment against the Standard Oil com- 
pany of Indiana for the crime of rebat- 
ing. and imposed a fine of $29,240,000, 


Pronouncing this tremendous Judg- 
ment, far and away the greatest fine 
that has been imposed in all the his* 
tory of Jurisprudence, the court read 
a decision that is In keeping with the 
monumental character of the punish- 
ment. 
It was a deliverance of great 
length and of almost sensational qual- 
ities. 
If, after passing through 
the 
tortuous 
channels 
of 
the 
appellate 
courts the decision handed down sur- 
Yives, it expected that it will become 
and remain a landmark in jurispru- 
dence and a foundation upon which 
interstate 
commerce 
litigation 
shall 
rest for generations to come. 


The 
judge 
holds 
that 
the 
man, 
whether in his private Interest or as 
the ofilcer of a corporation, who ob- 
tains and uses a preferential rate in 
public trafiic is equally criminal with 
and no better than a counterfeiter and 
a thief. 


Tlie Standard Oirs trick of making 
shipments 
as intra-state from 
state 
boundary 
to 
state 
boundary, 
and 
shifting over 
state 
lines 
by 
short 
hauls under Interstate regulation is 
denounced by the Judge as a worth- 
less evasion, and the principle as laid 
down that a shipment whose ultimate 
destination is in another state is an 
interstate shipment from the moment 
It begins to move. 


Answering the argument of the at- 
torneys for the Standard Oil company 
that the imposition of a fine upon each 
of the 1462 cQunts of the indictment 
would violate the constitutional pro- 
vision against excessive fines, Judge 
Landis declares that the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey, with profits 
exceeding $40,000.000 a year, Is the 
real defendant and when its 
great 
wealth is considered, the fine Is not 
excessive. 
To Impose a small fine, he 
says, would be but to encourage vio- 
lation of the law, for the 
company 
would accppt it as a license and not 
as a punishment 
He declared 
im- 
pressively that, great as it was, this 
fine was not as great a punishment as 
would be the deprivation of a human 
beii:p, of his liberty for a single day. 


Landis' judgment was ran- 
dere'i r.pon 
an indictment 
tried 
by 
Jury before him. and upon which a 
verdict of guilty was returned on 1462 
counts, each for a carload shipment 
of oil from Whiting. Ind., to St. Louis. 
By agreement with the Chicago & Al- 
ton railroad, which handled the ship- 
ments, the Standard Oil company was 
required to pay but six cents per ICQ 
pounds freight, whereas the publish- 
ed rate filed with the interstate com- 
merco commission was 18 cents per 
100 pounds. 


The 
ElVvins law providey a punish- 
ment of not leas than $1000 and not 
more than $20,000 fine for each of the 
1462 carloads of oil shipped under the 
six-cent rote, the aggregate being |29,- 
240,000. 


Even with this terrific punishment 
the law is not done with the Standard 
Oil. 
Judge Landis earnestly declared 
that he believes Justice to be still un- 
satisfied. 
It is therefore possible that 
he may direct the trial of seven other 
Indictments that are pending against 
the Standard. 
These Indictments in- 
clude a total of 4422 counts I'or rebat- 
ing and the imposition of the maxi» 
mum fine of $20,000 upon each count 
would mean the appalling fine of $84,- 
440,000, 


per year. 
The 
dlrldends, 
however, 
were much less than the total earn- 
ings. 
It Is substantiallT certain that 
the entire earnings of the Standard 
from 1S82 to 1906 were at least |790,- 
000.000 and possibly more.

more than $75,000,000."

Foreigner Shoots Down Chum In Cold 
Blood at Blair Station, Pa. 


Pittsburg, Aug, 6.—After 
shooting 
down his chum in cold blood and then 
attempting to chop the body to pieces 
with a hatchot In the street at Blair 
Station, 24 miles from this city, Adam 
Lacach, a foreigner, was rescued from 
s mob that tried to lynch him and was 
landed in jail at Clalrton. 


The shooting occurred in the main 
street at Blair, and was the result of 
% complaint of a misdemeanor made 
to

Warech 
ugainst his friend, Lacach. 
The latter 
mot Warech in the street and asked 
Mm why he had made the informa- 
tion. 
Before Warech could reply, La- 
cach shot him twice with a 38-calibre 
revolver. 
Mortally wounded, Warech 
fell, and Lacach drew from his cloth- 
ing a hatchet. 
The shots attracted a 
crowd from a nearby hotel, and as they 
rushed to the scene of the tragedy 
Lacach threw away the hatchet with 
which he was about to strike his vic- 
tim and ran for the hills. His way lay 
through the town. 
The crowd grew 
with every minute. 
He finally took 
refuge In a pile of brush. 
He was sup 
rounded by the mob, and upon a de- 
mand that he give himself up he pre* 
sented himself, armed vXth the re- 
volver and threatened to shoot. In the 
meantime 
some of the crowd 
had 
worked r-round back of the brurii pile, 
and before Lacach could shoot the 
gun was knocked from his hand with 
a club. 


The man was Immediately taken in 
charge by the mob, but A. L. Critch- 
field, superintendent of the Blair Iron 
works, summoned police from Clalr- 
ton, and while cooler heads parleyed 
with the mob the police spirited La- 
cach away to the Jail.

Mr. Smithy ''is disproved by 'bis re- 
port. 
The Increase in annual profits 
of the Standard from 1896 to 1904 was 
over $27,000.000. The report says:

In Hands of 


Matrimonial Agency. 
^ Less than a year ago Henry T-A- 
bouchere's revelations 
in 
London 
"Truth" on the subject of the use of 
tho house of commons as a matrimon- 
ial agency by certain of. the well con- 
nected clerks of the national legisla- 
ture. in connection with the 
I-^ord 
Townshcnd case, incidentally brought 
to light the fact that the chief bar- 
gain which the agency in question had 
for disposal was a princess of the 
House of Bonaparte, with a fortune of 
$15.000,000. A titled husband was than 
sought by the qjjatrlmonlal agents for 
this princess, their terms being a com- 
mission of $200,000, payable to them 
on the day of the solemnization of the 
marriage. 
The princess in question 
was Marie, daughter of Roland Bona- 
parte by his marriage 
with 
Maria 
Blanc, one of the daughters and heir- 
esses of that old Blanc who founded 
the great gambling establishment at 
Monte Carlo. 
It is from that source 
that the great fortune of Roland's 
daughter is derived. 


Under the circumstances, the report 
from Paris of the engagement of Marie 
Bonaparte to the Count de Tredern 
and of their impending marriage nat- 
urally suijgests the reflection that it 
is a matrimonial alliance based upon

S a result of the great discovery of antitoxins man's allotted 
three score years and ten will soon be a mytb. The twen- 
tieth century medicine will make disease a harmless indis- 
position and death by accident and old age only the order 
of the day. 
Surgery, electro-therapy 
and the 
Roentgen 
rays are daily demonstrating the fact that hitherto uncon- 
querable diseases are 
yielding to treatment, and 
serum- 
therapy, the glittering gleam of generations gone, is be- 
coming a reality. 


The use of animals to produce antitoxins is not ample or -able to meet 
the demand; science must have human beings. 


This great obstacle, however, can be overcome by using the criminals in 
our penitentiaries for the production of the anti-serums. A law making the 
punishment for certain crimes optional with the convicted-—imprisonment on 
the one hand, Inocculation with certain disease germs on the other—would 
solve the problem for all time. 
With the work in the hands of experienced 
men chosen for their medical acumen and not by political Influence, human- 
prot uced antitoxin could be furnished which would supply the medical pro- 
fession for all, or nearly all, the known diseases due to germs. And it would 
not be dangerous to the subjects, either. 


The antitoxin as now produced by corporations are placed at so high a 
figure that they are beyond the reach of the poor, and are such a drain upon 
the rich that a disinclination to their use is produced. 


This obstacle to the rapid development of the twentieth century medl- 
clne could be overcome by generous'state and municipal aid. 


The state now gives many thousands to the Agricultural college and ex- 
perimental station in Prince George s county, in order that methods for forc- 
^ g spring onions may be found or means to kill a plant louse discovered. 
^ h y not give as many thousands to an antitoxin institution 
to protect the 
lives of Its children?

Teachers of the Deaf and Dumb, 
Here is another career for women 
and girls which, odd as it seems, at 
present is not overstocked—viz., the 
"oral" teaching of the deaf and dumb. 


It Is of course not so. interesting as 
teaching those who are not afflicted, 
but the work has its charms and com- 
pensations for women who are quali- 
fied by examination to undertake the 
work, and the results attained 
are 
sometimes little short of marvellous. 


The demand for fully qualified teach- 
ers is very greatly in excess of the 
supply. 
The whole course of train- 
ing Is very inexpensive, and at the 
completion of It there are many i^- 
muneratlve posts requiring teachers. 
The training usually extends over a 
period of eighteen months, or even two 
years, although it is possible for stu- , 
dents to enter for twelve months. This, 
however, is not advisable, as a longer 
length of time is required to obtain 
a thorough grasp of the system, which 
teaches the deaf by means of spoken 
language exclusively' and replaces the 
want of hearing by lip reading, which 
might be termed "hearing with the 
eyes," says Woman's Life. 


The training consists of very inter- 
esting lectures on the theory and prac- 
tice of the pure oral system, physiol- 
ogy, anatomy of the vocal organs, 
voice production, psychology, methods 
of teaching the language and the his- 
tory of the deaf mute education at 
home and abroad. 
The student who 
contemplates 
seriously 
undertaking 
the work should be young and strong, 
endued with much patience and keen 
sympathy for the afflicted.

When willow chairs remain yellow 
after being washed with soap'and wa- 
ter, wiped well and then dried in the 
sun they can be bleached by means 
of sulphur fumes. 
Light a sulphur 
candle near the chair and cover both 
with a large dry goods 
box. 
This 
should be done before the chair is 
perfectly dfy. 


To Take Out Paint. 


Equal parts of ammonia, and tur- 
pentine will take paint out of cloth- 
ing, no matter how dry or hard it may 
be. 
Saturate the spot two or three 
times, then wash out in soapsuds. Ten 
cents' worth of oxilac add dissolved 
in a pint of hot water will 
remove 
paint spots from tho windows. 
Pour 
a little in a cup and apply to 
the 
spots witll a swab, but be sure not to 
allow the acid to touch the hands. 
Brasses may be quickly cleaned with 
it. Great oare must be taken in label- 
ling the bottle and putting it out of 
the reach of children, as it is a dead- 
ly poison.—W^ashington

fuls of cream of tartar, half a tea- 
spoonful of soda, the whites of six 
eggs and one cocoanut, grated. Bake 
three dozen cakes, cool and dip in 
melted fondant, flavored -and tinted. 
Decorate Avith blanched almonds and 
candled fruit. 


Chicken and Rice Cups—This Is a 
delicious breakfast or luncheon dish 
and also is ap economical way of us- 
ing small quantities of leftovers. 
To 
prepare it line small buttered 
cups 
with soft boiled rice a half inch in 
thickness. Fill the center with cooked 
chicken, finely minced, delicately sea- 
soned and slightly made moist with 
cream sauce or chicken broth. 
A few 
chopped oysters added to tho chicken 
improve the 
fiavor. 
Onion juice and 
minced celery may be added If de- 
sired. 
Cover tho top with a layer of 
the rice and bake in a moderate oven 
for 15 minutes. 
Tlien invert the cups 
carefully on a heated platter 
and 
serve at once with 
any 
preferred 
eauce. 


Potato Salad—The potatoes are se- 
lected for their uniform size, pared 
and kept in a bowl of cold water until 
the pot of bouillon in which they are 
to cook is boiling hot, tftien they are 
transfered to It, and allowed to re- 
main in this broth until so mealy and 
soft that they can bo readily pierced 
with a fork. 
Drained from the bouil- 
lon, they are sliced while still hot, and 
covered with a French dressing. 
This 
is tlie secret of success, for the pota- 
toes, which have been deliciously fia- 
vored wit'h the meat broth, absorb the 
dressing more readily while hot. 
A 
little chopped parsley Js scattered over 
the top, and the salad bowl and its 
contents are then relegated to the ice- 
box for a cuuple of hours.

For more than 20 years Mrs. McKln- 
ley was an Invalid.

of her children she had been afllicted 
with a nervous disease and required 
almost constant attention. 
In all that 
time her husband Ijad been constant 
in his 
devotion 
to 
her, 
sacrificing 
many pleasures to give her comfort 
and caring 
only for her welfare. To 
her intimate friends Mrs. McKinley 
never tired, of praising these traits of 
McKlnley's character. 
He was to her 
the perfect man and husband. Her af- 
fection for him was manifest to all 
who came In contact with them in the 
White House and his devotion to her 
was that of a lover. 


It was ecident to all who saw Mrs. 
McKinley that she had suffered. 
Her 
favie showed that, but her physical dls- 
abilties had brought to her counten- 
ance that 
sweetness 
which 
comes 
from trials bravely borne. Despite her 
bodily troubles, however, she persist- 
ed in performing as far 
as possible 
those duties which the public expects 
from the first lady of the land. At the 
White House receptions she sat Ln a 
chair at tñe left of the president and 
on the right of the line of 
standing 
women of the cabinet circle. 
For all 
who came to these affairs she had a 
bright smile, with the 
addition of a 
pleasant word to those she knew per- 
sonally. She did not follow the hend- 
Bhaklng custom of White House social 
functions, and a glance at the deli- 
cate. fragile hands, usually folded la 
her lap, explained why. 


Pertiaps the most decided trait of 
Mrs. McKlnley's character 
was 
her 
love for children. 
She showed this in 
every occasion 
presented, 
whether 
driving or walking through the White 
House lobby for her carriage or when 
friends brought their little ones to see 
her. 
At noon, when she usually re- 
turned frpm her morning drives the 
White House was, as a rule, pretty 
well filled with visitors. 
Many of 
these would stand in the lobby to 
watch the frail, sweet faced 
woman 
pass through to the residence portion 
of the mansion, leaning on the arm of 
an attendant. 
If Mrs. McKinley spied 
a child In the crowd she would in- 
variably stop and call the youngster 
to her, sometimes attempting to coax 
the bashful ones by offers of flowers. 
On several occasions, when Mrs, Mc- 
Kinley was particularly attracted by 
a child in the lobby, she would have 
him or her brought to her apartments. 
No little boy or little girl ever went 
away without some

pons, bones of tropical fauna and re- 
mains of man are found in gravel 
beds of Western Europe, and It ap- 
parently follows that man antedates 
the glacial period, inasmuch as this 
tropical fauna was previous to the Ice 
age, and since remains of glacial fau- 
na, together with human remains, oc- 
cur In later (and superior) geological 
deposits. 
Thus the question of the 
antiquity of man becomes the simpler 
question of the date of the ice age. 
The answer Is 60,000 
ago, at 


least 
It Is largely on the discovery 
of flint implements, styled "chelleans" 
at Chelles In France, that man is 
thus dated back to the e^ml-tropical 
epoch of the Pleistocene period.—New 
York Tribune.
